CRIPPLING THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 

Tlie Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, discussing the McOabe-Wilson-Dunlap 
conspiracy to oust Dr. Wiley from the bureau 
Ot Chemistry, says that the Food aud Drugs 
Act was seriously crippled both by the inade- 
quacy of the punishment meted out to its vio- 
lators aud by tho interminable delay in bring- 
ing CM08 to trial. Good examples of the law's 
delay are found in two notices of judgment 
recently published. Ono of these records a 
case in which an offense committed in Jauuary, 
l',»N>, filially came to trial in April. 1013, 
The public document giving information about 
this case was not issued uutil Sept. 27th, 1912. 
The other case described was one of misbrand- 
ing committed in August, 1010, rnd brought 
to trial in April, 1912. The public was given 
information about this case Sept. 27tb, 1912. 
Both of these were clear cut cases of lnisbraud- 
. ing. In one, the defendant declined to contest 
thecharge,and was let off with Ibemere payment 
of costs; in tho other, a plea of guilty was 
entered aud a fine of five dollars was imposed. 
How much of a deteirent is a law which is so 
enforced that it may take two years or more 
for a given case to come to trial and wheu 
tiually bfougbt lo trial results iu a mere notni- 
D-d ftoel One of the best preventives against 
law violation is newspaper publicity. Many 
lirrns of the "largo and respected" type which, 
under present conditions, do not hesitate to 
misbrand or adulterate foods aud drugs, would 
^ think twice about doing so, if they fouud that" 
tho newspapers of the country would give 

wide publicity to their tiial aud conviction for 
auoh misdemeanors. But the average live 
newspaper does not waut * to deal with facts 
that have become ancient history before they 
reach the public. "There are more ways of 
killing a cat lino by drowning it;" and ihero 
are mote ways of killing a law than by failing 
to enforce ir.

Achieving a record not surpassed 
by any other industry given to the 
production of intricate, sensitive, 
high-grade mechanism, that devoted 
to the manufacture of the automobile 
presents results positively staggering 
in their extent and magnitude, and 
all as sequel to ten years ol endeavor 
on the put ol American makers. 

Early in the year a detailed, pains- 
taking canvass was undertaken, with 
the view ct learning the exact pres- 
ent status in the United States ot the 
motor vehicle in a qtiantitive way, 
and authentic statistics are now made 
public, as follows: 

Oo October 1st, 1912, there were 
registered 990,781 automobiles, with 
total valuation of $1,188,885,600, al- 
lowing 11,800 as the average price of 
each car. [Of this number 920.918 
were gasoline pleasure cart, 85,978 
motor trucks and 3.1,842 ilectric 
vehicles. According to tbe last Na- 
tional ceiniu Ibtss meaus that fir 
every ninety-two inhabitants there ia 
one seU-prnpelling machine. 

An astounding fact noted ia that of 
nil the automobiles used throughout 
the uniou, 88,9 per cent, have been 
purchased since January 1st- of this 
year. 

The registration fees total 85,889,< 
459. 05, or au average taxation by the 
state of fo 28 upon each ami every 
automobile. 

In the matter ol distribution New 
York leads with a total of 108,870 ear*] 
California comes second with 88,788, 
and Ohio third, with 88,680, 

Though following the Empire state 
in the whole number ol machines 
used, California stands first in the 
magnitude of additions, she having 
acquired 24,520 new cars during 1912, 
thereby giving one automobile to 
every twenty-eight people, as against 
one to each eighty-nine in New York. 

Positively stupendous has been tbe 
increase of registrations in West. Vir- 
ginia and Maine, the former showing 
gain of 148 p >r cent., latter of 1 17: 
feats without parallel iu the history of 
the industry. 

A review of the growth of motor car 
manufacture offers some vivid aud 
stirring figures. In 1903 ouly 9,000 
machines weie built all told; iu 1904 
the number grew to 12,000, then to)k 
a leap to 22,500 in 1905 and swung 
upward thereafter with?great rapidity, 
tc-wit: id 1900. 30,000; 1907, 39,000;
